ATTAINED THROUGH HAND PLAY

Principal Element Is Distance Hands Are Carried Back
From the Line of Action, Says John
Albert Scott, Expert.

By JOHN ALBERT SCOTT

The previous article prepared you for
the limita within which the hands worked,
The Arst limit which will be considered
—and it s the principal slemont of & cor-
rect back swing—Is the distance the hands
are carried back from the lne of play—

In all the
articlen I have ever road, In books or
mungnzines, in talks with professional golf
inatructorn, it has always becn stated
that the “hands are oarried around the
body.” Some advooats one method and
some another, but all agrec that the
hands are carried around the body, by
and of themeelves;, that the hands leave
the direct back line from the ball and are
ciarried, or swiung, around the body In a
cirgular motion, by thelr own movemant,
This agreoment is not the result of
analysis, but rather the description of a
sensation—bodily nction will often create
u feeling that we are duing u particular
thing In a way quite different from our
actual motions, hence the danger of de-
seribing & state of mind, so far as value
to the one to whom we try to Impart
knowledge
